Berry after berry dis­ 
appointed the growers, until at lari their hopes 
were confined, in this part of the country, to 
the grape, peach and apple crops.

hopes are also to be disappointed. Tiie East 
has had an abundance of rain, but it is

111 many seetivos, and the yield is loo small 
and ot poor quality. The grape and peach- 
growing sections of the West and South have 
suffered from drought, which has ruined the 
prospects of these fruits, and Eastern crops are 
not much more than enough to supply the 
home demand. 
It is not wonderful, therefore, that dealers 
iu canned iruits are both active and auxious. 
They are suddenly called to lace a situation 
which was entirely unexpected two months 
ago. Then they were lending all their ener­ 
gies to tbe endeavor to enlarge theii trade.

OVERWHELMED AND DAZED 
By years of business condensed into tt e orders 
of one month. 
A salesman on the road does a 
good year’s work, ordinarily, if he takes job­ 
bers for $150 worth of goods, but last month has 
been like the m ileuiitm to them . Each mail has 
come home w ith trium ph at his success in work­ 
ing up business, and prepared for com plim ents 
on the *100,000 in orders that he has telegraphed 
to his firm : bm chagrin and discoufiture await 
him. 
CAN’T GET THE GOODS. 
His house has ransacked the countrv. and has 
sent men to the Atlantic and Pacific slopes, but 
they cun t find slut! enough to fill his orders. 
The consumer has helped to aggravate the situ­ 
ation. CaiiHcd fruite have been so cheap In late 
years that many a housewife resolv ,<1 at tlie 
beginning of the season not to " p u tu p " anv 
fruit, and the scarcity of fruit in her neighbor­ 
hood only strengthened herdeterm ination. She 
lias excused herself to her friends with the as 
suram e that it did not pay to can anything 
when one could buy it already canned tor less 
than the sugar cost. The effect of this policy 
has been felt by grocers handling fruit-jars, for 
which wholesalers hete say there has been no 
call w hatever this summer. But now, not onlv 
must the housew ife pay double what sne ox- 
Jiected to pay for canned peaches, hut even 
prunes—the cheap and famous substitute for 
home fmiLs—are threatening to clim b to the 
¡lights now occupied by snch luxuries as grape 
preserves and raspberry jam. 
CALIFORNIA HAS PLENTY. 
The only patch of earth that is better oft’than 
Mother Hubbard's cupboard seems to be Cali­ 
fornia. But California, it is feared, will not 
prove equal to the emergency. She has fruit 
enough, but she won’t let the heathen Chinee 
pack it, and is not rich in native toilers. She 
is not beginning to take care ot the abundance 
born of her soil and clim ate. 
It is a m outh-w atering fact that such delicious 
things as nectarines, peaches and Bartlett pears 
are vainly searching for some one in that State 
by whom they may be devoured. Chicago deal­ 
ers who have not California connections wish 
they liad, and are m aking every effort to secure 
them now.

THE HAILBOAD INVESTIGATION. 


In common w ith the general public we 
have patiently followed th e investigation 
th a t has been in progress by a Federal 
Commission at Han Francisco into the af­ 
fairs of the Centra! Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany ; 
and in common w ith the general 
public, too, we have w aited in vain for any 
disclosures th a t in the slightest degree re 
fleet u[>on the m anagem ent of the builders 
and operators of the C entral Pacific system. 
( hi the contrary, all th at has come out does 
credit to th eir foresight, prudence and 
patriotism . 


It is not the purpose now to review the 
investigation, as will Ik1 done when the ex­ 
am ination shall 
have been finally con­ 
cluded, but we cannot perm it tim e to 
longer elapse w ithout expressing w hat is 
unquestionably the overw helm ing burden 
of public opinion, that th e investigation 


/m s signally failed to disclose anything dc 
rogatory of the Central Pacific Company 
And this announcem ent of the public vcr- 
dict, and the judgm ent of every unbiased 
m ind th a t lias followed the inquisition 
m ust be received w ith the fact full in view 
th at the investigation by the Federal Com­ 
mission has been prosecuted along every 
conceivable line of inquiry th at the in ­ 
genuity of shrewd law yers and relentless 
inquisitors could conjure to th eir aid. 
We have no intention of calling into 
question at this tim e the devotion of the 
Cnuimi-eioncrs to what they conceive to lie 
th e dictates of th eir duty to th e superior 
power. 
Y et it will not be less than hy­ 
pocrisy to conceal the fact th at the public 
judgm ent is justified in declaring, as it 
doe*, th at th e investigation lias been con­ 
ducted in a sp irit th at indicates th e pur­ 
pose of th e prosecutor, rath er than the 
judicial calm of the sincere searcher after 
th e truth. 
It may well be said, indeed' 
th a t the lim its of propriety and authority 
have been exceeded by the gentlem en to 
whom the grave trust of investigation has 
been com m itted. 
T hey m ay have con­ 
ceived it to lie th eir duty to have thus 
proceeded, but th e outcome will scarcely 
justify the harsh polity they have adopted, 
or the gratuitous onslaught they have 
m ade through the avenue of innuendo and 
direct charge upon private character. 
Prim arily, th e investigation was pro­ 
jected upon th e theory that the G overn­ 
m ent, as a creditor, has the rig h t to in­ 
quire into the capacity of its debtor to pay, 
when it* obligations shall fall due, w ith a 
view of enabling it, if need be, to fulfill 
all lawful calls the Governm ent may make 
upon it. 
B ut from th is purpose it is 
plainly apparent the investigators have 
deflected, to the extent of engagement in 
an attem pt to prove th at the C entral P a­ 
cific Company has diverted its funds to 
build branch roads. This effort has failed 
— wholly, u ttcilv and signally failed— not­ 
w ithstanding th a t the most superhum an 
effort* have been made to read) a diflerent 
ei.d. 


t H course the object has lieon to prove 
that the branch lines are subject to the 
G overnm ent mortgage. Could the investi­ 
gation have show n th a t th e C entral Pacific 
tnnds had been used for the construction 
o f the feeders of th e C entral Pacific line, 
th ere would have been laid a foundation 
tor the effort to bring such fe<-ders under 
th e G overnm ent 
m ortgage 
held 
upon 
* cutral Pacific property. 
It is sufficient th at men such as Governor 
Stanford, whoso reputations cannot lie tar- 
ni-died by any assault such as th at under 
notice, have, by th is investigation, lieen 
afforded the long-desired opportunity to 
give th e flat, unqualified and em phatic 
lie to tlii* m uch-m outhed and insinuated 
charge. 
To th a t extent the Federal Com- 
i!ii-sioners have done the railroad builders 
o f C alifornia em inent service, and have 
ti '-wise imposed lasting obligations opon

.ided and unbiased men of Cali­ 
fornia for tin* settlem ent, beyond pcrnd- 
vi'.iturc and resurrection, of th e demagogic 
anti-railroad sentim ent. 
1 he disposition is strong to inquire by 
f p.cnl processes into th e anim us th at hrs 
actuated the Commission in its radical and 
irregular m ethods of inquiry, not to say 
o* rude 
procedure, and its assum ption 
that it is dealing w ith m en crim inal in in ­ 
ti::; and act, and who arc seeking to sw in­ 
dle the G overnm ent. 
B ui we forego it. 
For the present it m ust suffice to say, that 
in the faro of what certainly appeftrs to lie 
I 
-dure actuated by political partisan­ 
ship. in the cflbrt to irtish jio'iticnl oppon­ 
ents of the A dm inistration, th e officers of 
th e C entral Pacific R ailroad Company have 
l>een given even broader, firmer footing in 
public confidence than ever before, and for 
iliis the Republican party may also be 
thankful, for the slieme is underlaid bv 
anim osity to it.

" T his com m ittee bad first made a careful 
investigation as to w hat m anner of e x h i­ 
bition could be made, and came to the 
conclusion th at if furnished w ith sufficient 
funds to insure the uniform packing of our 
fruits, th eir shipm ent to Sacram ento, and 
th eir proper handling during the two 
weeks of th e fair, there would be little 
question about securing the first prem ium 
for county exhibits. 
A t least three mem- 
liors of th e com m ittee being extensive 
fruit-growers, and regular attendant» at the 
S tate F airs for a long series of years, it is 
necessary to state in detail w hat led them 
to such conclusion.” W hile the com m ittee 
wanted but $.”>00 in addition to w hat the 
G range enabled it to use, the Supervisors 
found th at they had not the legal right to 
use the funds of the county for the p u r­ 
pose indicated. 
T he am ount was so sm all 
th a t the com m ittee felt hum iliated to lie 
compelled to beg for it, but P. J . Isbell, 
W . H . If. Fellows, W alter C arpenter and 
Albert N orris resolved to go out and col­ 
lect the fund nevertheless. 
T his is the 
rig h t spirit, and does high credit to the 
committees, and will insure them success. 
Such public sp irit in every county would 
m ake the State F a ir in 1887 th e finest ever 
held upon th e coast, and as an exposition 
to our E astern visitors of the resources of 
the State, w ould do California inestim able 
good.

his nasal note.

m om ent for guard m ount, and that call of 
all m ost delights him , his guffaws then 
rollicking through the air like the joyous 
tones if a trum pet.

teaches the depths of his soul, and ho a n ­ 
ticipates it by a series of snorts and 
sneezes 
and 
rasping 
lice 
haws 
that 
fairly 
m ake 
the

grasses 
below the parade ground bend to the earth. 
T he donkey knows that at that hour comes 
his evening meal, and he expresses his de 
light thereat. T hrough the night, as the 
sentinels shout, "H alf-past one. and a lls 
w ell," the faithful servant of Colonel ¡¿bai­ 
ter's com m and gives a solitary grunt oi 
acknow ledgm ent that is heard a? tar off :• 
the Pope House, half a m ile awav, and 
m akes uneasy the ^dreams of the score of 
Sacram entaos slum bering there. 
Colonel 
Shaffer was yesterday offered $100 for the 
donkey by a com m itteeof parties interested 
in donkey funerals, but the gallant veteran 
spurned the proffer, and rem arked 
' The 
U nited States G overnm ent has no m ore de- 
Yoted and faithful carrier of goods and 
chattels than Jack. 
If I had the authority 
to sell him w ithout approval of a Court of 
Condem nation, i'd not do it for three times 
your purse. 
H e's better than a whole pack 
of artillery to call to duty.

artillery guardsm en are iu ca:np here you

T h e S n ag -b o at S e lle r C eases W o rk for L ack 
o f F u n d a—C ondition o f th e S tre am . 
The Government snag-boat Seizer, which 
has been working on the npper Sacramento 
for a month, during which time she went 
as far as McIntosh's Landing, has returned 
to the city and been laid up, there being no 
money available for conducting further 
operations. She found the upper river in 
better condition than usual at this season 
of the year, though shoal water at W alsh's 
rendered the construction of wing-dams 
necessary. 
The condition of the Sacramento, from 
the Feather down, is such as to cause much 
gratification to those who desire it to con­ 
tinue a navigable stream, and shows what 
improvement may be expected in a few 
years i( hydraulic mining is suppressed. 
The Feather is now quite clear and rapid, 
and the mud poured into it by the Yuba 
almost disappears before it reaches the Sac­ 
ramento, which is a stream of fine appear­ 
ance until its junction with the American, 
which discolors it considerably, though 
fortunately the volume of water from the 
latter river is at present quite small. 
It is worth taking a walk to the Sacra­ 
mento and Yolo bridge to look at the river, 
and note the change, from a few years ago. 
Above the American it appears to be of a 
beautiful blue, and as it flows past the city 
it is seen to be—for it—surprisingly clear 
on the Yoló side, while on the Sacramento 
side the waters of the American injure its 
appearance considerably. It appears diffi­ 
cult for the waters to mingle, and isolated 
patches of yellow float along in the milky 
blue. The city, it is easily seen, does not 
get the clearest water at the water works, 
but 
nevertheless 
the 
article 
supplied 
through the pipes is far superior to that 
furnished for years, and in many portions 
of the city, where it has a chance to settle 
in the mains, it comes from the hydrants 
as clear as one could wish to have it. 
Visitors to the city, who have heard of the 
muddy water supplied Sacramento, are 
somewhat astonished at the reality. 
Sandbars have caused very little trouble 
this season. The San Francisco steamers 
have found the bar near the first bend be­ 
low the city once or twice, but there has 
been very little trouble. In front of the 
city there has been a great change in the 
location of bars. 
Last year, and for many 
years before, the Yolo shore has extended 
out in places one-tbird the width of ibe 
river; this season the river runs along 
handsomely from bank to bank. Above 
the bridge, however, on the east side, the 
sand shows up prominently, and there is 
enough of it near the old mouth of the 
American to go far toward tilling in China 
slough. The channel made by the dredger 
when it passed through the old bed of the 
American last year is obliterated; in fact, 
the sandbar at "that point is foui or five feet 
high. The bar appears to be extending 
down the river in front of the Pioneer 
Mill. The river is now down to 7 feet 7 
inches—but three or four inches higher 
than low water of 1880.

ot all kinds of market fruits, and those 
who are tjise in selecting varieties and 
raising their fruit so as to be able to respond 
to this demand will make money. In the 
language of Scripture : ” They sta ll stand 
before Kings : they shall not stand before 
mean men.”

A BOOMER'S THEORY. 


H e G ives th e S tate R o a rtl o f E q u aliz atio n 
S om e R oo m in g Suggest ions. 
The members of the State Board of 
Equalization are all at the State Capitol 
wrestling with long columns of figures. 
Messrs. Wilcoxsen and Morehouse are pay­ 
ing particular attention to the as;essments 
of Sacramento county. They refuse to say- 
much about it, but insinuate that a little 
raise would not hurt anything. They are 
comparing recent sales of real estate with 
the assessed value of the property, and say 
that the “ boom ” must have struck each 
particular piece since the Assessor saw it. 
They are of the opinion that J. W. Hous­ 
ton came nearer assessing the property of 
Sacramento county in accordance with the 
law than any Assessor that has succeeded 
him. A gentleman who appeared before 
the Board yesterday, said he represented 
the “ boomers,” and asked that the entire 
State assessment be elevated 50 per cent. 
When asked for his reason, he replied : 
*• Well, the State has only so much money 
to raise any way, and an increase all along 
the line will make no difierence to the tax­ 
payer, and he will have that much more 
property. It will be a fine thing to go 
East, that the assessable property in this 
State has increased $560,000,001 in one year. 
It will give us a big send-ofi, and bring in 
many millions for investment.” 
One of the members asked him how 
about the county tax, and the “ boomer's ' 
agent replied; ‘-O h! they will in that 
case, raise so much money this year that 
they won’t need to levy any tax next year, 
and a rich country without taxation will 
capture all the surplus millions east of the 
Rockies." 
He regarded this as a brilliant 
financial stroke. 
W hen asked how much he was assessed 
for, the “ boom er” replied that he had not 
a dollar iu the world, but if his suggestion 
was acted upon he thought he could “catch 
on” to the tail-end of the boom. 
Chairman Wilcoxsen said if the m an’s 
theory was correct, he saw no reason for 
not increasing the rolls one hundred per 
cent. He did not believe in making two 
bites of a cherrv. 


The lEoom Fund. 
The committee of five appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ Im ­ 
provement Association to raise a “ boom 
fund,” met with the subscribers to the fund 
last evening. The meeting was called to 
order by the Chairman of the committee, 
V. S. McClatcby. 
After consultation, it 
was decided to organize a permanent Boom 
Fund Committee, and D. Lubin was se­ 
lected as its President, and Y. S. McClatcby, 
Secretary. It was resolved that the re­ 
volving boom fund should be used solely 
for the purchase of tracts of land in this 
county, the bringing of water thereon, and 
the subdivision of the land for actual set­ 
tlement. Frank Miller, D. Lubin, V. S. 
McClatcby and J. M. Avery were appointed 
a 
committee 
to 
receive 
subscrip­ 
tions 
to 
the 
fund. 
It 
is 
proba­ 
ble that this enterprise will take the 
form of a joint stock organization, with 
shares of $100 each, the capital stock being 
increased over the $25,000 originally sttg- 
fested if found desirable. There is a strong 
elief that this is the key to a real, sub­ 
stantial “ boom ” for Sacramento city and 
county, and that a system of irrigation once 
established, the enterprise will progress of 
its own merit, as, a channel onee outlined, 
water running through it goes far toward 
constructing a canal. The boom organiza­ 
tion, after the owners of country property 
have put their shoulders to the wheel anil 
commenced iu earnest to work out their 
own salvation, can then devote their at­ 
tention to profitable improvement In the 
city. The committee will meet again next 
Mouday evening. 


A D em en ted R o b b e r. 
George Campbell, who was taken from 
the Folsom State Prison to the Napa Insane 
Asylum on Wednesday, was convicted of 
robbery in this county and sentenced to a 
term of four years imprisonment for grand 
larceny. The case briefly stated was as 
follows ; In October. 1884. Agur Shelton, 
a recent arrival from The Dalles, was 
robbed of $450 and a silver watch and 
chain. Shelton being somewhat under the 
influence of liquor, was in a saloon about 2 


a . m . with Jos. Woods, Geo. Campbell and 
Alice Sutheiland, when the woman stated 
that she had to go out to Sixteenth street, 
and asked Shelton if he would not take 
her out in a hack. He agreed to do so, and 
one of the men went after the hack. 
Shelton says he was doped with a drink 
while the man was gone, and was compara­ 
tively helpless after the party got in the 
hack. They were driven to East Park, 
where the three men left the vehicle, and, 
after going a short distance, Shelton was 
knocked in ihe head and relieved of liis 
money and watch. They left him there, 
returned to the city, and the driver was 
made to take the watch in payment for his 
bill. The woman's testimony, combined 
with that of Shelton and the backtuan, 
made a strong ease against Woods and 
Campbell. They were arrested by Chief 
of Police Jackson and officers Arlington 
and Sullivan. They were held to answer 
to the Superior Court for robbery, pleaded 
guilty and on the 16th of March, 1885, each 
received a sentence of four years in the 
Folsom Prison. The sentence was made 
lighter than it would otherwise have been 
because of their having turned State's evi­ 
dence. 
Shortly after 
his incarceration 
Campbell showed indications of dementia 
and is now hopelessly insane.

M atters in Japan. 
By the arrival of the steamer City of 
New York we have advices from Hongkong 
to July 21st and from Yokohama to August 
1 st ; 
CHIVA. 
A committee has been formed for the 
purpose of founding a Trotestant Home for 
Orphan Girls at Shanghai. 
There is news of an incipient rebellion in 
the King-yin district. 
About 100 rebels, 
either Taoist priests or men giving them ­ 
selves out to be such, who were trying to 
incite the people, have had their heads 
struck off. 
The aborigines of Formosa are again giv­ 
ing trouble aud have killed a number of 
people. 
Harrowing accounts are given of the de­ 
vastation wrought by floods at Ch'u Chou 
Fu. Over 1,000 human beings are said to 
have been swept away. 
An announcement has appeared in the 
N. C. Daily A'ctcs to the effect that a decree 
has been issued from the throne sanction­ 
ing the construction of a railway between 
Peking and Canton, to be floated"with Chi­ 
nese capital. 
The Emperor being in delicate health 
and the treasury empty, his majesty’s mar­ 
riage has been postponed till the year after 
next. 
China has so far advanced in the work of 
fortifying her vast territory that she now 
refuses to grant permission to foreigners to 
inspect her forts, etc. 
JAPAN. 
On the evening of the 22d of July a sharp 
earthquake shock was felt in the Shinano 
Province. 
At Yaita-machi, Mishima-gori 
of Yechigo, the walls of houses and go- 
downs gave way. 
At Magoshi-mura sev­ 
eral banks for the defense of rivers were 
destroyed; at W akuya-machi and Fijikawa- 
mura live or six houses were demolished, 
and damage of more of less serious nature 
occurred in the neighboring districts. 
The railway mania has been succeeded 
by the m ining fever. 
The Naval Department will send seven 
workmen to a torpedo-boat manufactory in 
France, to receive instructions in the con­ 
struction of torpedo-boats.
